RUN ONLY 49 PCT. OF TIME 


CIO. Survey Finds Failure to 
Utilize Second and Third Shifts 
Is Main Reason. 


NEWARK, N. J., March 7 (AP). 
— Seventy-seven Northern New 
Jersey plants in eight vital war in- 
dustries are averaging only 49 per 
cent of productive capacity, Irving 
Abramson, state CIO council pres- 
ident, said today in a letter to Don- 
ald M. Nelson, war production 
chief. 

A CIO survey showed, Abramson 
said, that “this low percentage was 
due mainly to the failure, refusal 
or inability of mdustry to fully 
utilize the second and third shifts.” 

He said the survey covered these 
industries: Shipbuijding, automo- 
bile and aircraft, steel, aluminum, 
metal, rubber, smelting and chemi- 
cal. 

Only 18 of the 77 plants worked 
on Sundays and only 35 on Satur- 
days, the labor leader wrote Nel- 
son, including a tabulation of the

T is the firm intention of responsible people here to make any 
wartime agreement between the Soviet Union and Great Britain 
conditional on the full agreement, and perhaps even on the ad- 


herence, of the American Government and no amount of agitation 
will be allowed to force a reversal of this attitude. 


Thus the London Times is bark- 
ng up the wrong tree and in no 
‘Way can be said to represent re- 
sponsible opinion when it suggests, 
in its leading article today, that 
Great Britain should make a war- 
time agreement with the Soviet 
Union recognizing Russia’s boun- 
daries as of June 22, 1941, and that 
“it should be the primary aim of 
British policy at the present mo- 
ment to associate the United States 
Government with an Anglo-Soviet 
agreement on the lines of (Premier 
Joseph V.) Stalin’s declaration.” 


The Times is patently talking 
through its hat when it asserts 
that “there is no reason to sup- 
pose that a clear and unequivocal 
British lead will be misunderstood 
in Washington.” 

The fact is that American Am- 
bassador John G. Winant, on his 
current visit to Washington, is in 
a position to explain Britain’s of- 
ficial attitude regarding the Rus- 
sian question and the Soviet Un- 
ion’s aspirations for an early 
agreement on post-war frontiers. 
It is understood that the British 
will not take any decision whatso- 
ever until the United States Gov- 
ernment has had time to consider 
Winant’s report and to make its 
views known and that any decision 
the present British Government 
takes will be absolutely in line 
with the American attitude. 

Contrary to the insinuation of: 
the Times editorial, the British 
Government has no intention of 
trying to force Washington to 
agree to such a wartime under- 
standing ag the one suggested. 

When British Foreign Secretary 
Anthény Eden talked with Stalin 
last December, he made the posi- 
tion of the British Government re- 
garding war frontiers as clear 
as possible, it is felt here.

‘ALLIES’ PROBLEM 
OF OIL TRANSPORT

HE fourth month of war in 
T tre Pacific opens with the 

United Nations still in retreat 

fore the ever-extending Japa- 
nese attack everywhere except 
for the American-Filipino stand on 
Bataan Peninsula. 

Java, the -last bastion in The 
Netherlands East Indies, seems 
destined. to go the way of Hong 
Kong, of Manila, of Singapore, of 
hopelessly imperiled Rangoon. For 
four months the enemy has man- 
aged to retain sea and air mas- 
tery in all the waters essential 
to his march of conquest and 
there is only faint hope of an 
early turn in the tide in Allied 
favor. 

Within that period Japanese 
losses in planes and shipping as 
well as men has been heavy but 
not sufficient to halt or greatly 
slow the Japanese advance, 

The bitterest pill was the pre- 
mature loss of Singapore. If Win- 
ston Churchill falls as Britain’s 
war captain it will be because of 
that. 

Collapse of the great Singapore 
base had two immediate effects 
of prime consequence. It threw 
the burden of defense on Java 
and Burma before either front 
could be fully manned and 
equipped. It also brought about 
immediate rupture of the Burma 
Road to supply China and de- 
prived Allied forces of an ade- 
quate oil supply in the southwest- 
ern Pacific. 7 

The result seems still to be nega- 
tive so far as easing Japan’s own 
lack of oil for battle operations 
on the vast scale it is waging war 
is concerned. Destruction by the 
Dutch of wells and refinery in- 
stallations has strictly limited Ja- 
pan in that respect, probably for 
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that he is aiming at a defeat, so 
utter and crushing, of Britain, the 
‘United States and their allies that 
‘the world will be cast in a Nazi- 
Fascist mold for 500 or even 1000 


years. 

The “new order” is the mouth- 
filing phrase which serves to 
fcover the war aims of the Ger- 
mans and the Japanese.¢ | 
The “Atlantic Charter,” drafted 
by President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill in their ship- 
board conference last August and 
adhered to by the 26 United Na- 
tions at New Year's, embraces the 
general aims of the Allies, 
Pledge of Democracy. 

In general, it pledges a continu- 
ance. and improvement of the 
trend toward democracy and lib- 
eralism which has marked the his- 
tory of the world in the compara- 
tively brief time since the Ameri- 
can and French revolutions. 

World-wide disarmament of ag- 
gressors, “pending the establish- 
ment of a wider and permanent 
system of general security,” is 
pledged by the Atlantic Charter. 

There is much writing and 
speaking in England and the 
United States along the line that 
an Allied victory will usher in a 
period of Pax Americana-Britan- 
nica, in which the power of Brit- 
ain and the United States will be 
the mainstay of peace and order, 
just as the Pax Romana of Ronte 
Sevan preserved order and civiliza- 
tion over a large part of Europe 
and the Mediterranean area, and 
a Pax Britannica performed a sim- 
ilar function over a broad empire 
in more recent epochs, 

A velvet-handed Pax Americana- 
Britannica, administered by a Brit- 
ain which has granted dominion 
status to Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and the Union of South 
Africa, and a United States which 
made the Philippines a common- 
wealth, fostered WPA programs in 
Puerto Rico and practiced good 
neighborliness in South America, 
is far diferent from a German 
“new order” which envisages rule 
by a race of supermen. 

Enough is known of the “new 
order” for it to be seen that it 
means complete reorganization of 
Europe, economic and social, as 
well as political, with all the best 
of industry, especially armaments, 
drawn into the Reich, the benefits 
of professional and technical train- 
ing monopolized by the Germans, 
and the rest of a devitalized Eu- 
rope left to supply the food and 
raw materials. 

Details Are Lacking. 

But both the Atlantic Charter 
and the “New Order” are vague 
as to details. Perhaps ‘good gen- 
eralship in war, as in politics, re- 
quires that the blueprint of the 
world to come (platform) be not 
too specific in order not to alienate 
allies or prospective allies (votes), 
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stir up opposition and invite bick- 
ering among one’s own supporters. 

Both sides are trying to knit a 
great many disparate peoples, na- 
tions, minorities, religions and po- 
litical creeds into solid camps, 
and are more concerned with win- 
ning the war than counting their 
chickens before they are hatched. 

When the Tri-Partite Pact was 
signed, with Japan joining the 
Axis, on Sept. 27, 1940, it was made 
plain that a roug eement had 
been reached on 
of influence: 

Germanhy was to be dominant in 
most of Europe, Italy in a part. of 
Europe and Africa around. the 
Mediterranean, and Japan in East 
Asia. The whole of Africa was 
regarded as a unit with Europe 
for exploitation by Germany and 
Italy. 

Since last June 22, it is evident, 
too, that Germany regarded West- 
ern Russia, perhaps as far as the 
Urals, as its sphere. 


‘Japan’s Prime Minister, Gen. 
Hideki Tojo, on an Empire fes- 
tival marking the fall of Singa- 
pore, made. it clear that, besides 
China, Manchukuo and the Philip- 
pines, Japan considers Malaya, 
Burma and The Netherlands East 
Indies in its special sphere, and 
that Australia, New Zealand and 
India as well may be in its plans 
for conquest. 

What the Axis would do with a 
crushed. and defeated United 
States is a question which Axis 
propagandists have not so much. 
as discussed in the open. They 
are just as chary of telling how 
they would divide up South Amer- 
ica and the Middle East area of 
Iraq, Iran and neighboring coun- 
tries, as they are in drawing the 
line in Russia.

Japan declared war on the United 
States and Great Britain The 
Netherlands Indies immediately 
threw in its forces in the air and 
on the sea in support of the cause 
of its allies, and this in the aggres- 
sive way which has. been praised 
so much by the public opinion of 
all countries which fight against 


tyranny. 

This policy was one which 
risked the quick exhaustion of our 
forces but this risk was taken in 
the expectation that reinforce- 
ments would soon arrive in the 
Far East. 

Agreements which made this 
likely had actually been concluded. 

The establishment of the Allied 
command on Java offered, more- 
over, the moral certainty that the 
utmost: would be done to make 
Java the base when the Allied of- 
fensive could start in case Malaya 


and Singapore could not be held. 


In connection with this, Java 
was transformed into a base for 
large concentrations. 

The Netherlands Indies forces 
were not large, but it. was believed 
that if the enemy could be stopped 
before he reached ‘the coasts of’ 
Java the necessary reinforcements 
could be made available. 


Reinforcements Never Came. 


During January the outer prov- 
inces were gradually lost, but 
against that fact stood the expec- 
tation that during the first half of 
February sufficient reinforcements 
would reach Java to make it vir- 
tually certain that this main island 
of the Indies could be held and 
that thereafter the initiative could 
be taken. 

These reinforcements never came.

are small in number.

All Seven Bishops Resign| iw ge 


—Schools Closed When 
9000 Instructors Balk at

— March 7.— whole 
hierarchy of the Norwegian 
church and at least nine-tenths 
all the school teachers in Norway 
are in open revolt against puppet 
Premier Maj. Vidkun Quisling and 
his backers. 

All seven bishops of the church 
have resigned while 9000 teachers 
in the public schools have refused 
to belong to the Nazified teachers’ 
association, mbership in which 
is required of all those teaching in 
the schools. 

Quisling and the Nazis have 
been thrown into a state of com- 
plete confusion by this situation 
and are making desperate efforts 
either to conceal the facts or to 
repair the damage. While all 
seven dishops resigned on Feb. 24, 
the Nazis have only dared to an- 
nounce the resignations of two of 
them and have completely falsi- 
fied the circumstances which led 
to them. 

People Get News by “Grapevine.” 

Faced by. a — break- 
down of the educational system, 
they have closed all schools for 
one month “because of the hard 
winter.” “Grapevine” and secret 
patriotic news sheets have been 
able to give the real facts to the 


people. 

The bishops who resigned in- 
clude: Eivand Berggrav, of Oslo, 
one of Scandinavia’s leading 
churchmen, who exercised the 
functions of archbishop; Henrik 
Hille, of Hamar; J. Stoeren, of 
Nidaros (Trondheim); J. Maroni, 
of Agder; Gabriel Skagestad, of 
Stavanger; Andreas Fieischer, of 
Bjoergvin, and Wollert Krohn- 
Hansen, of Haalogaland. 

Only the resignations of the 
first two have been publicly an- 
nounced. In their identical letters 
to Quisling’s church department, 
they stated that their duty as or- 
dained ministers prevented them 
from further administrative co-op- 
eration “with a state which uses 
force against the church.”

North 
countries, Germany's policy of 
blowing alternately cold and hot at 
Sweden is heading quickly toward 
a phase of permanent, cold. 

The latest pretext for Germany’s 


irritation is an article published in 
the widely read Gotesborgs Han- 
dels-Och Sjofartstidning (people’s 
party organ published in Gothen- 
burg), which is described by the 
Nazi press as being sensational and 
as “another piece of British propa- 
ganda.” 

The editorial which stirred Ger- 
man ire urges the Stockholm Gov- 
ernment to try another interven- 
tion in Finland in order to per- 
suade that war-weary country to 
conclude peace with Russia, The 
paper also asks the Swedish Gov- 
ernment to intercede with Berlin 
to obtain the withdrawal of Ger- 
man troops from Norway. 

Scandinavian Alliance. 

If the plan were successful, it 
would be time to sign an alliance 
between Helsinki, Stockholm and 
Oslo, .with British and United 
States guarantees. The writer's 
intention in proposing the plan is 
clear, if Utopian. It tends to re- 
build the friendly ties between the 
Scandinavians which Maj. Vikdun 
Quisling (Nazi-created premier of 
Norway) and his German friends 
are persistently trying to sever. 
At the same time, it would perhaps 
save Sweden from being swallowed 
up by the German ogre. 

Needless to say, the German in- 
‘terpretation is quite different. This 
plan, writes the Berliner Boersen- 
Zeitung, aims at chasing the Ger- 
mans from Norway with Swedish 
help, while favoring Anglo-Saxon 
landings in Norway and Northern 
Finland. It adds grimly that such 
a story emanating from Sweden 
worsens the bad impression Ger- 
many already has of this neutral. 


Arctic Supply Route. 

Why Germany is so keen at this 
time of year to keep Sweden in a 
state of “alert” is obvious. On the 
one hand, the Allies’ necessity of 
keeping Murmansk route open for 
wan deliveries becomes more press- 
ing since the Japanese entry into 
the Indian Ocean threatens to in- 
terrupt communications via Iran 
between Russia and its allies. If 
the Russians decide to attack the 
Finns in the Murmansk area, suc- 
cess will bring them in the vicinity 
of the Swedish border and the 
precious iron-ore port of Lulea. 

German diplomacy in that case 
would act according to the wl 
known scenario, the stage for it 
being conveniently prepared even 
now. A German step against Swe- 
den would be preceded by the usual 
declaration of Sweden needing pro- 
tection.

,On the other hand, Germany 
needs to tighten its‘economic grip 
on Sweden because: of urgently 
needed iron ore. Anything threat- 
ening or even diminishing Ger- 
many’s supplies of Swedish iron 
ore would amount to a catastrophe 
in the Nazi war production. Just 
now, the port of Lulea attracts 
German as well as Russian atten- 
tion as the spring thaw will reopen 
the Baltic to navigation. 


Since the outbreak of the war 
Germany’s furnaces have been 
transformed in order te use a com- 
bination of Swedish iron ore and a 
poorer grade from its own deposits 
and those of other countries. Nazi 
furnaces use a proportion of Swe- 
dish ore as high as 64 per cent and 
should supplies be suspended, Ger- 
man furnaces would have to be re- 
transformed. Germany today is 
not in a position to do this. 
Germany keeps up with the reg- 
ularly incoming stream of Swedish 
iron ore and a little threat from 
time to time is deemed by the 
Nazis a good policy in order to 
keep the Swedish authorities in an 
“economically comprehensive 
mood.” 

At the moment it ‘s announced 
that economic negotiations between 
Sweden and Finland have been sus- 
pended due to “unforseen diffi- 
culties.” 


Meanwhile, the Swedes remain 
adamant to Hitler’s threats as well 
as blandishments. For a week Swe- 
den has been virtually in a state 
of general mobilization. Great 
stress is laid in Swedish newspa- 
pers on official declarations that 
every possible military preparation 
has been achieved, with the obvi- 
ous desire that this be made known 
the world over. Speeial precau- 
tions have been taken along the 
Norwegian-Finnish frontiers. If 
Sweden must die, one day, Sweden 
will die fighting.

It seems fantastic, on the face 
of things, to believe that it will;

Surprisers Surprised. 
Fourteen years after the effec- 
tive date of the eighteenth 
amendment came repeal; it was 
the drys, this time, who had mis- 
read the signs. Repeal was on 
them before they were aware that 
the evils attendant on prohibition 
had turned the tide. With few ex- 
ceptiéns, the politicians of both 
parties, down to the eleventh hour, 
had believed that prohibition senti- 
ment was far stronger than it was 
and had pussyfooted accordingly. 
The high command of the Re- 
publican-party as late as thé spring 
of 1932 had been convinced that 
there was “certainly one more vic- 


tide had been rolling, unseen, and 
when the Democrats in their na- 
tional convention of 1932 dared to 
seize the repeal issue they showed 
a political prescience—albeit be- 
lated—that bore abundant fruits in 
the fall election. They probably 
would have won anyway, but the 
promise of repeal was certainly one 
of the factors in the landslide vic- 
tory over Hoover. 


The lesson, as taught both by the 
coming of prohibition and its re- 
peal, is two-fold. First, we are a 
mercurial péople; second, the sup- 
posedly expert appraisers of pub- 
lic opinion, politicians and others, 
can be woefully ignorant of the 
strength of forces running under- 
neath the surface. 


Wets Are on Guard. 


Hence it is that the wets, hay- 
ing learned their lesson in 1917, 
take notice when any cloud of a 
rising prohibition sentiment, 
though it be no larger than a 
man’s hand, appears on the hori- 
zon. They know now that any- 
thing can happen. 

The wets are on guard, but, 
despite the Gallup poll and the 
incréasing activity of dry organiza- 
tions, their uneasiness to date is 
but mild. For there are now sev- 
eral factors comforting to them 
which were not present in 1917; 
there will have to be a much* 
larger showing of dry sentiment 
before the tocsins of real alarm 
are sounded, 


In the first place, 87.8 per cent 
of the area of the country was al- 
ready legally dry when national 
prohibition was voted. Today, the 
dry area, either through state- 
wide prohibition in three states 
(Mississippi, Kansas and Okla- 
homa) or through local option in 
others, is only about 20 per cent. 
The population living in dry terri- 
tory in 1917, before national. pro- 
hibition, was about 65,per cent; 
today, according to figures of the 
Distilled Spirits Institute (a trade 
association embracing a large part 
of the distilling industry), it is 
only 18 per cent--a figure which is 
said to represent a decrease of 
three-tenths of 1 per cent during 
the preceding year. The drys, in 


completely misrepresent public sen- 
timent, have far greater arrears toe 
make up than they had at the 
start of our participation in the 
first World War. 

It is the rural areas of the South 
which will most rear watching. 
Though only one Southern state, 
Mississippi, has full prohibition, 
the wet and dry map of that sec- 
tion is dotted with counties which 
have gone dry under local option. 
Texas, for example, the home of 
the late Senator Sheppard, “father 
of the eighteenth amendment,” ig 
a prohibition stronghold—a fact re- 
flected in the recent activity of 
Sheppard’s successor, W. Lee 
O’Daniel, in behalf of a bill de- 
signed to create dry areas around 
Army camps and Navy posts. More 
than 42 per cent of the population 
of Texas is in dry territory. For 
some of the other states the com- 
parable figures are: Alabama, 61 
per cent; Arkansas, 15; Fiorida, 
18; Georgia, 59; Kentucky, 31; 
Louisiana, 15; North Carolina, 72; 
Tennessee, 65. Other states having 
more than 10 per cent of their 
population in dry territory are: 
illinois, 13 per cent; Maine, 380; 
Minnesota, 18; New Hampshire, 12; 
Ohio, 16; Vermont, 33.

What Audubon Said About Robins. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ERBERT DICKINSON'’S comment in 

the letter column and your editorial 
rejoinder dissipated the myth that the 
robin is the harbinger of spring. Stu- 
‘dents of birds, however, have long been 
aware that this legend is fallacious. 
Audubon, in his “Birds of America,” 
published in 1839, tells of finding the 
robin as far north as Labrador at a sea- 
son when “large patches of snow dappled 
the surface of that wild country, and 
its joyful notes were the first that sa- 
luted my ear.” 

As if to refute the theory that then 
may have been in contemplation, Audu- 
bon wrote: “The robin is found tolerably 

abundant from the lower parts of Ken- 


tucky to 
year; and notwithstanding the snow and 
severe winters 

' Maine, flocks remain in those states the 
whole season.” 

It is true that the robin's song is most 
frequently heard in the springtime when, 
as Audubon observed, “the snows are 
melting away, the blossoms of the dog- 
wood are peeping forth in every part of 
the woods, and nature again, in all its 
beauty, promises happiness and abun- 
dance to the whole animal creation. It is 
then that the robin, perched on fence- 
stake, or some detached tree of the field, 
gives vent to its warmth of passion. His 
lays are modest, lively and oftimes of 
considerable power; although his song 
cannot be compared with that of the 
thrasher, its vivacity and simplicity 
never fail to fill the breast of the listener 
with pleasing sensations.” 

Audubon quotes Thomas Nuttall, also 
a naturalist, as having found a robin 
nesting in the stern of an unfinished 
vessel at Portsmouth, N. H., and another 
beside a blacksmith’s anvil. 

But of the robin’s many virtues and 
eccentricities, none go intrigued Audubon 
as this gay songster’s courtship, which 
the great naturalist thus vividly de- 
scribed: “During the mating season, 
the male pays his addresses to the fe- 
male of his choice frequently on the 
ground, and with a fervor evincing the 
strongest attachment. I have often seen 
him, at the earliest dawn of a May 
morning, strutting around the object of 
his affection with all the pomposity of 
a pigeon.

A measure calling for suspension of the 40-hour

62. Do not members of the House want to increase 
production? Of course they do, but the unfavorable 
vote on this plan was produced by the convineing 
facts that came out in the debate. eg 
The bill if enacted would not have increased war 
production, it was clearly shown. It would mérely 
have cut wages. More than that, the wage cuts 
would have affected mainly the non-war industries, 
and the lowest-paid section of labor. At the same 
time, since the bill contained no provision for turn- 
ing the saving over to the Government, it would 
have increased the profits of industry. a 
This is how it works out: The wages and hours 
of organized workers in war production are fixed 
in contracts negotiated under .the terms of the 
Wagner Act and the 40-hour law. No law passed by 
Congress can change the hours and overtime terms 
of those contracts, opponents of the bill declared. 
So, they contended, if the Smith amendment 
passed, it would make no change in the status of 
war-plant workers. But it would affect the unor- 
ganized workers, the great majority of American 
labor, some 30 million, most of whom are employed 
in non-war industries, They have no contracts; 
their wages and hours are fixed only by the law. 
The Smith plan would have taken away their over- 


production a particle. 

Even if the measure had ended the 40-hour law 

in war plants, what *would have been the result? 
Without a companion measure to recapture for the 
Government the money saved from elimination of 
overtime pay, it would have been what one Congress- 
man called “a windfall for the employer at the ex- 
pense of both the Government and his employes.” 
. All war contracts are figured on the basis of extra 
pay for overtime, and there are some 56 billion dol- 
lars’ worth of these contracts now in effect. If the 
employer did not have to pay this overtime anc his 
contracts remained unchanged, it would mean more 
profits for him. Obviously, this would have been an 
injustice and a blow to patriotism that the cpuntry 
could not tolerate. 

The only thing that could be done in such an 
event would be for the President to abrogate both 
every labor contract in the defense plants and every 
war-production contract. It is doubtful that even his 
war powers permit this, for it would mean setting 
aside the constitutional guarantee as to inviolability 
of contracts and also the Wagner Act. But, if the 
necessity for it were established, it might be said

ROM a social and democratic stand- 

point, the report of the House commit- 

tee studying defense migration rves 
the serious consideration of the whole coun- 
try. Authorized to investigate problems of 
‘migration, the. committee, under the chair- 
manship of Representative John H. Tolan 
of California, made its study in terms of 
individual human. beings. 

It was this approach through the dignity 
of the individual which enabled it to dem- 
onstrate the efficacy and the methods of 
achieving a war production which utilized 
all men and all machines. It challenged 
that “production manager” approach to all- 
out production which resulted in unemploy- 
ment and shutdowns, and a farm policy 
that excluded the small farmer, 

Thinking over the plight of the “Okies,” 
called dramatically’ to the nation’s at- 
tention by the publication of “The Grapes 
of Wrath,” Congressman Tolan used his in- 
fluence to initiate a committee to investi- 
gate the plight of these wandering Ameri- 
cans. Some of his colleagues labeled his 
undertakings quixotic. “There’s not a vote 
in a trainload of Okies,” his cronies told 
him. But in spite of scoffers, the Tolan 
committee (Select House Committee to In- 
‘vestigate Interstate Migration of Destitute 
Citizens) swung into action and, as the 
months went by, its scope broadened and 
deepened, 

The earliest hearings revealed that migra- 
tion is not.a problem of the West alone, 
but one th&t profoundly affects every sec- 
tion of the country. Focusing the social 
conscience of the nation on these hapless 
people, the Tolan committee showed that, 
although Congress spends millions of dol- 
lars protecting and regulating the flow of 
commerce, it expends not a cent in protect- 
ing and regulating human traffic; that 
» hundreds of thousands of dollars yearly are 
spent in feeding wild ducks, yet there are 
no feeding places for migrating humans. 

e 


Was this the way Americans wanted 
things to be? 

Tolan believ@d not. Once the American 
people and their representatives were shown 
such facts, he felt they could be relied upon 
to change them. If Americans knew that 
from 30 to 40 human beings were being 
packed daily into two-ton trucks and 
shipped to work for a few weeks in beet, 
bean and potato fields, in peach, pear and 
apple orchards; if they knew that the only 
stops made were for gas; that many must 
stand for hundreds of weary miles—if they 
knew these things, Americans would act. 

Surely human beings were as important 
as cattle, and- already Congress had passed 
a law forbidding tpat cattle travel longer 
than 86 hours without réat.

migrants on the road, Mr. Tolan realized 
that drastic steps must be taken to prevent 
this mass migration from threatening the 
structure of the American family and the 
home, When, at hearings of the committee, 
farmer after farmer testified that, without 
the aid of the Farm Security Administra- 
tion, he and his family would be on the 
road, Tolan realized that this Federal agency 
more than any other was giving anchorage 
to a desperate agricultural people. 

By giving loans to needy farmers, FSA 
was saving the family-sized farm; its re- 
habilitation program was helping these 
people to feed and educate their children, 
and to become productive members of 
society. Such a program, it was estimated, 
cost only 10 per cent of that required to 
keep the same people on relief. The Tolan 
committee gave the work of the FSA its 
militant support. 

When the defense program added 5,000,- 
000 migrants to the caravan of agricultural 
migrants, he realized that, as FSA was 
serving now as a family guardian, “harbor- 
ing the harboriess,” it would serve later 
even more effectively. When the end of 
the war sees the closing of munitions plants 
and thousands of jobless workers again 
seeking the land, FSA will be the one 
agency which: can take the lead in a re- 
settlement program.

When, in 1941, the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration’s appropriations received a 
drastic cut, Tolan exerted untiring effort 
in getting its funds restored. Today, when 
unthinking people call the FSA “the most 
extravagant of all Government agencies,” he 
remembers ‘countless sunburned face of 
farmers and their wives and children for 
whom that agency spelled salvation; hun- 
dreds of thousands of tilled acres through- 
out the land which today are producing 
food for victory under FSA supervision. —

—The nation’s two depression-born 
youth agencies, the NYA and CCC, 
with almost 500,000 on their rolls,

Aubrey Williams, National Youth 
Administrator, directed state ad- 
ministrators to terminate forth- 
with all projects “primarily for 
local benefit” and to concentrate 
“on projects to turn out workers:

Army and Navy.” 

This, an aid said, would mean 
dropping approximately 35,000 
from the NYA rolls. 

The Civilian Conservation 

said it was reducing its number of 
camps to 600 and its enrollees to 
110,000. A year ago the agency 
maintained 1500 camps with 300,000 
enrollees. : 

Thus, by April 1 the combined 
enroliment of the two organiza- 
tions will have been trimmed by 
about 66 per cent within a year— 
from 1,351,586 in January, 1941, to 
an expected total of 485,000 on 
April 1.

against a European power. 


A war with Japan demonstrates 
the truth of the statement:that no 
one can foretell from age to age, 
or even from decade to decade, in 
what quarter of the world will rise 
up a great military nation. This 
Minerva birth of militant power 
has always been to mankind an 
enigma, a dread, but never as yet 
a lesson. By these things he never 
profits. He forgets when he should 
remember, and scorns where he 
should inquire. So from time to 
time do warring, conquering tribes 
burst upon the incredulous world; 
sometimes from rocky places; 
sometimes out of wreckage; down 
from the alcoves of God, or up 
from abysses, they thunder and 
destroy. 


So it has come about that on 
islands, beautiful in their poverty, 
terrible in their serenity, brews and 
rumbles another such tempest as 
has heretofore swept over the 
abodes. of kingdoms that have 
thought naught of them. 


Quotient That Means War. 


To the over-industrial develop- 
ment of the United States we have 
the corresponding political growth 
of Japan; to the under-political de- 
velopment of the Republic, there 
is to be found in Japan a produc- 
tion of wealth unequal to its po- 
litical growth. The quotient of 
this equation has been, throughout 
the entire career of the human 
race, war. 


The American people, and not 
Japan, are responsible for this ap- 
proaching conflict. In sacrificing 
the national ideal to that of the in- 
dividual the expansion of this na- 
tion has been determined by his 
wants. All national growth, fol, 
lowing in the wake of individual 
desires, has been industrial, while 
political development, together with 
its concomitant military and naval 
expansion, has been relegated to 
secondary consideration. Man be- 
coming paramount over the na- 
tion, legislation has, accordingly, 
been directed to the end most ad- 
vantageous to his personal inter- 
ests, while that of the nation, per 
se, in its relation to the rest af the 
world, has been regarded as of 
minor importance. Man, his wel- 
fare and ambitions, taking prece- 
dence over that of the Republic, 
has caused the national legislature 
to occupy itself with internal and 
petty plunderings, sectional and 
class legislation. The true signifi- 
cance of the Republic’s position in 
the world has been put aside. It is 
this neglect that invites war and 
turns into loot the nation’s treas- 
ure, the high spires of its gods and 
the spangled panoply of its great- 


ness. 
Narrowing Space. 

Due to science and invention, in- 
ternational relationship, heretofore 
existent, has been completely revo- 
lutionized, and those lands and na- 
tions once without the sphere of 
conquest are wholly within it, Con- 
guest, moreover, has ceased to be 
an imperial progress wherein mon- 
archs were wont to display their 
greatness and crime and generos- 
ity. It hag now become the con- 
quest of peoples 
means of wealth as are yet un- 
looted in the vaults of nature. In 
this conquest there. is little glory; 
nay, naught is displayed but re- 
lentless, nightless theft to appease, 
not the vanity of Kings, but the

The error of the subordination 
of national greatness to the mate- 
rial gains of the individual, con- 
comitant with the assumption of 
world-wide power, with all the 
dangers and disasters ‘it involves, 
is clear. Now we are brought face 
to face with the actualities of a 
great war, in a study of which will 
be shown the logical consumma- 
tion of this Republic's neglect. 

In the consideration of a war 
between Japan and the United 
States we will make no assump- 
tions, but will deal only with actu- 
alities. To chance, to patriotism, 
to prejudice, to hope, we leave 
nothing. Upon the airy tapestry of 
our desires we weave no bright 
threads to fade as they are woven. 


New Set of Ideals Needed. 


To repel an invasion of this na- 
tion, ideals remote from those that 
now litter and ferment abroad over 
this land must be created. The 
soldier spirit, that spark, illuminat- 
ing not alone the abysses wherein 
nations move, but those chambers 
of souls ordinarily dark and for- 
gotten, must be struck. This re- 
quires not months but years. 
Whole armies of men must be 
animated to this by discipline and 
exalted by the quest of idealistic 
honor, such as distinguishes them 
from those enriched by trade or 
those who are able to purchase 
with gold all but that which alone 
is bought by blood> 

We have written this work with 
a full knowledge of its bitterness. 
But we have done so because the 
time is now at hand when this na- 
tion must emerge from its policy 
of subterfuge. The national eva- 
sion of this Republic’s interna- 
tional responsibilities must cease, 
as its isolation ceased when science 
winged the larvae of man. 


CHAPTER It, 
The Path to War. 


Bor war taking up the causes 


of war that now or in the fu- 

ture may exist between Japan 

and the United States, we will con- 
sider whether or not the necessi- 
ties and tendencies for peace be- 
tween these two powers are great 
or insignificant, and whether con- 
ditions that make for peace pre- 
dominate over those that tend to 
war, 

Two general phases of interna- 
tional relationship may exist be- 
tween nations so as to modify hos- 
tile competition and lessen the 
probabilities of war. 

(1) Racial relationship, with 
concomitant similarities in re- 
ligion, ethical and sociological 
conditions. 

(2) Economic interdependence. 
Racially, there exists no relation- 
ship between the people of Japan 

and of the United States. And 
the perverse reluctance of man to 
forget his own tribal gods and 
fetishes postpones to such a re- 
mote time the assimilation of these 
two nations that it cannot now be 
considered. The ethical and so- 
ciological. conditions extant in Ja- 
pam while antithetic to those ex- 
istent in the United States, are 
nevertheless the product of 2000 
years of Japanese development, 

Antithetic Ideals. 

No national ideals could be more 
antithetic than are the ethical and 
civic ideals of Japan to those ex- 
istent in this Republic. One na- 
tion is a militant paternalism, 
where aught that belongs to man 
is first for the use of thé state; 
the other an individualistic em- 


probable than the Christianization 
of their country. 

The ethical, sociological, or re- 
ligious conditions as existent in 
Japan and this Republic have noth- 
ing in common, nor are their ways 
convergent or even parallel. 

Only Two Powers in Pacific. 

At present, and for some time 
to come, there are only two pow- 
ers, Japan and this Republic, that 
can, with geographical and politi- 
cal conditions favorable, enter into 
a war for the supremacy of the 
Pacific. Japan’s interest and in- 
herent advantage in this struggle 
is due to the fact that her entire 
empire is not only in this ocean, 
but in the strategic center of it, 

Politically there are no condi- 
tions that can restrain Japan from 
entering into war with this nation. 
Strong in faith and in the Red Sun 
of her destiny, Japan began more 
than two decades ago her pre- 
determined march to the Empire 
of the Pacific. One nation after 
another, by one means and an- 
other, she has removed from her 
way. 

Nothing now remains but the 
overthrow of this Republic’s pow- 
er in the Pacific—and nothing, as 
far as political restrictions are 
concerned, prevents her from en- 
tering upon this conquest: a war 
that shall bring greater glory to 
her samurai than they have gained 
heretofore, and new satrapies, 
more vast than any now within 
her realm, shall be given over to 
her princes and daimios. 

No Potential of Peace. 

In the national fabric of Japan 
and the United States, in their 
international and human relation- 
ship, conditions potential of peace 
are not to be found, In their racial- 
ly different characters, no har- 
monious similarity exists, only di- 
vergent and incompatible ideals; 
in their international politics, no 
restraining influence that might, 
at least, postpone into the indef- 
inite future the probabilities of 
war, All political restraints have 
been removed; one after another 
pulled down and thrown aside by 
the relentless, pre-determined pol- 
icy of Japan. In their economic 
relationship conditions that might 
tend to the prevention of war not 
only do not exist, but in this eco- 
nomic struggle is to be found the 
near source of the approaching 
conflict. 

It has heretofore been shown 
that international strife results 
from a natural convergent expan- 
sion of two or more nations, bring- 
ing about in due time the inevitable 
contact. of interests that culmi- 
nates inea struggle for supremacy 
of one over the other. These angles 
of national convergence are seldom 
equal, as in the approaching war 
for the command of the Pacific. 
The angle of Japan’s convergence 
is as much more acute than the 
American as their interests are 
more vital in the struggle for poa» 
session of this vast Empire of 
Waters. : 

Sources of War. 

The sources of war—as in this 
case—are existent for many dec- 
ades before. nations are cognizant 
of them, though their sullen growl 
falls, from time to time, ominously 
upon the heedless ear of their 
multitudes. Twenty years ago 
Japan recognized the inevitability 
of war for the suzerainty. of the 
Pacific. It was this prescience that 
caused the Mikado five years later 
to, voice solitarily his objections 
to the United States establishing 


should it end in victory—will give 
half the world over to the imper- 
ious barony of her daimios and 
samurai. 

Hér preparations for war prior 
to her conflict with Russia were 


on subsequent to that war; now 
equalling in military and naval 
preparation alone over one-half the 
entire revenues of the empire. 
This Republic and Japan are 
approaching, careless on the one 
hand and pre-determined on the 
other, that point of contact which 


is war. 
| sources of future conflict have 
their origin in Japan's prede- 
termined intention to become su- 
preme in the Pacific, her progress 
toward warfare is orderly and her 
preparations consistent. Not only 
can Japan postpone or cause a 
precipitation of hostilities, accord- 
ing to the imperfection or comple- 
tion of her preparations, but she 
can select her successive theaters 
of action, as they suit her general 
plan for the conduct of the war. 

Every move is planned, every 
emergency taken into considera- 
tion; the American armament and 
preparation, or lack of it, are in 
all its phases tabulated; the topog- 
raphy of the country surveyed, cli- 
matic conditions noted, depths of 
streams, heights of mountains, 
food supplies, means of transporta- 
tion and subsistence belonging to 
each section of possible spheres of 
military activity have been care- 
fully investigated and preparations 
made accordingly. 

Planning Far in Advance. 

In this manner, years before war 
is declared, the most insignificant 
details and possibilities of hypo- 
thetical campaigns and battles 
have been worked out, and all ex- 
igencies so minutely taken into 
consideration, that the war itself, 
when once begun, proceeds with 
invincible orderliness to a pre 
determined end. 

In such a manner Germany over- 
threw the French Empire in less 
than two months (Franco-Prussian 
War, 1870); while the irresistible- 
ness with which Japan converged 
her widely separated armies to 
the “ultimate defeat of Russia 
(1904-05) was carried on by plans 
so completely prearranged that in 
the entire war Russia gained not 
a single victory. 

It is in this manner that Japan 
prepares, not for war with this 
nation, but for victory over it, In 
response to these manifest prep- 
arations the United States has 
done nothing’ other than go on 
denying the possibilities of war. 

Nothing can better serve the in- 
terests of Japan, or any other na- 
tion under similar conditions, 
than the present characteristic in- 
difference of this Republic to dan- 
gers. threatening it. 

Maritime Supremacy. 

The study of maritime supre 
acy, ancient or modern, shows

CHAPTER IIL 
Bid for World Supremacy. 
NASMUCH as the primordial 


smallest powers have, by 
naval and military force, held in 
check the greatest of nations. 
At one time Tyre, a single city,

of empire, could develop power or 
commerce upon it, In a 13 years 
war this city held off from

extended and militarily protected 
naval bases controlling routes of 
trade. It might be considered as 
axiomatic that the worth, or even 
the possibility of the existence, of 
naval power is proportionate to the 
number and strategic importance 
of its bases. 
Importance of Naval Bases. 

While Japan cannot expect the 
immediate conquest on land, other 
than the sea-bordering provinces, 
of such vast countries as China, 
India, and the Americas, yet, if 
she is once secure in the possession 
of certain naval bases in the Pa- 
cific, she will be able to dominate 
these and other nations; and, s0 
long as her naval and military effi- 
ciency do not deteriorate, their 
wealth and populations shall count 
as naught. 

As the supremacy of the Medi- 
terranean affected only those na- 
tions dwelling and brawling on its 
shores, and whilé the control of 
the Atlantic covers only a larger 
portion of mankind, the mastery 
of the Pacific will concern the en- 
tire world, for upon its waters the 
divided portions of the races of 
man have met. The Pacific Ocean

16 Japs Over Rangoon. 

Sitting in a United States Army 
jeep car while their -new Curtiss 
P-40 fighter planes, bearing as 
fuselage insignia a nude winged 
damsel painted in rollicking red, 
were gassed up for a bomber $es- 
cort mission, they gave this slangy 
symposium: 

Warning of Japanese attacks 
was all we were getting when we 
finally pulled out of that air field 
on Feb. 28, and the last thing we 
heard by radio was “16 Japs over 
Rangoon.” 

There were only six of us in that 
last bunch—Neale, Bond, Black- 
burn, McGarry, Bob Smith of 
Eagle River, Wis., and George 
Burgard of Sunbury, Pa. The oth- 
ers had been going north solo and 
in pairs since Feb. 26, and our 
job was to convoy our trucks and 
ground crews to a temporary new 
field, 

We didn’t see any Japs along 
the way, but after all the targets 
we'd shot at on Feb. 25 and Feb. 
26, we could spare the luxury of 
finding a few more Japs. 

One Comrade Missing. 

Before leaving we tried our best 
to locate Ed Leibolt, who had 
been missing since the afternoon 
of the twenty-sixth when he was 
seen rolling back the canopy of 
his cockpit, apparently ready to 
bail out because of engine trouble. 

It was west of Rangoon and the 
scrap in which the squadron got 
17 of 30 enemy escort fighters. 
We're hopeful Ed will show up. 
He used to be an Army flying in- 
structor at Kelly Field and his 
home town is somewhere in Ohio. 
He’s one swell guy. 

Our big show started on the 
morning of the twenty-fifth when 
we took off on a false alarm and 
Neale decided we might as well 
strafe a Japanese field at Moul- 
mein which was planned for later 
in the day. . 

Coming in low we saw three 
Japs getting off the runway south

Leary’s 
two points would have made Ford- 
ham the ninth straight metropoli- 
tan school to annex the title. 

One-Man Team. 

A. Richmond Morcom, New 
Hampshire University’s one-man 
track team, scored 14 points in 
three events—the pole vault, high 
jump and broad jump, — sending 
the New Englanders to third with 
18 points. 

Morcom, plucking a splinter from 
his bare right foot before making 
his second t vault, cleared 14 
ft. 4% inches for a meet mark 
after winning the high jump at 6 
feet 4 inches. 

He was second to Ewell’s leap of 
25 feet 2% inches in the broad 
jump.

Meramec River Fishing. 

“The Meramec River is going 
to be of greater interest to St. 
Louis fishermen as travel be- 
comes more and more curtailed,” 
writes G. E. Moore, of the State 
Parks Commission. “A good many 
have the idea the stream is fished 
out and that good catches are 
hard to make. There are still 
many good fish in the river. 
Twenty and 30-pound catfish may 
still be taken on the lower reaches 
of the river and there are also 
some good drum to be taken 
there. On the upper reaches of 
the stream bass are still numer- 
ous. 

“Of course, on a stream 460 
heavily fished, the fish learn some 
lessons and became more wary 
than in more unused streams. This 
simply calls for more skill on the 
part of the fisherman .and _  in- 
creases his pleasure in the catch. 
Those who prefer to fish for one, 
and only one, .kind of fish are 
naturally a bit handicapped for 
there is nothing that will work all 
the time. On the other hand, any- 
one can have a lot of fun and fine 
out-door recreation in trying dif- 
ferent methods on many kinds of 
fish. | 

“The Meramec excels in catfish. 
Probably this has always been so 
for the word Meramec is derived 
from a Chippewa Indian word

with one hand and holding the fly 
rod above water with the other. 
Sliding him out on a gravel bar 
I found a three and a half pound 
channel cat. Fish of this size 
and type can be taken from most 
of the swift-water pockets of the 
upper Meramec. .

Missouri Trout Fishing. 

The trout season is now in full 
swing, having opened on March 1 
in three State parks and six other 
specified locations. 

Trout fishing is building up in 
Missouri more rapidly than other 
lines for .the reason trout are 
more easily propagated than other 
fish and the State has a consider- 
able mileage of suitable spring- 
watered streams.

fices of a relative, she was of- 
fered a post as a maid at Berch- 
tesgaden, where she remained 
for two years. eae 
Knowing that she would not be 
allowed to resign, she feigned 
illness and was sent to Munich, 
where she was constantly under 
the watchful eye of the secret 
police, After many adventures, 
she escaped from Germany and 
made her way to England, where 
she met John Beevers, British 
journalist, who assisted her in 
writing her story. It was print- 
ed, in part, in the London Ex- 
press and later published in book 
form by John Long, Lid. 
DID nothing during my first 
day as Hitler’s maid. A Storm 
Trooper named Erik Keitner 
was assigned to show me every 
room in Berchtesgaden and, after 
this tour of inspection, I was ex- 
pected to know my way about 


without asking further questions. 


I had read in the German news- 
papers that Hitler lived a simple, 
unostentatious life. In a few min- 
utes I realized how the simple, 
trusting German people were being 
misled. For Berchtesgaden is a 


‘ 


miniature palace, furnished with 
every luxury that money can buy. 
Keitner was quite cynical about 
it. As he showed me the main 
dining room he smiled and said, 
“You see, of course, how the Fueh- 
rer appreciates comfort. Only the 
best is good enough for him.” This 
particular room is 60 feet long by 
40 feet wide. A massive oak table 
runs down the center. There are 
no lights visible. A soft glow 
comes from cunningly concealed 
lighting. Four etchings by Duerer 
hahg on the walls. A vast Persian 
carpet covers the floor. Later on 
it was part of my duty, together 
with another girl, to lay the table. 
When the dinner was an informal 
one the service was of magnificent 
Dresden china, but when important 
guests were present they ate off 
solid silver—most of it plate from 
the Jewish merchants of Nurem- 
berg, stolen from them by Himm- 
ler’s agents. room in which 
Hitler receives his guests over- 
looks the Austrian Alps. The larg- 
est window in Germany covers one 
entire wall. I never could under- 
stand why the Fuehrer met his 
guests in this room because con- 
versation is almost impossible as it 
houses his aviary of rare birds. 
One day I counted them, There 
are 78—all chattering and scream- 
ing at the same time. The only 
time I saw Hitler display any 
normal kindliness and humanity 
was towards these birds. He al- 
ways fed them himself. The death 
of one of them brought tears to 
his eyes. Its little corpse was 
buried in a small plot of ground 
with a tiny headstone of bronze 
placed on the grave. 
Berchtesgaden has 14 bedrooms 
for guests, excluding those for the 


staff. Each bedroom hag a private 
bathroom. Each bath is made from 
stone and marble quarried from 
different parts of Germany—with 
one exception. The marble of Hit- 
ler’s bath comes from Italy. It 
was a present from Mussolini. 

The walls of the bedrooms are of 
bare gray plaster decorated with 
paintings from German mythol- 
ogy. On the ceilings naked fauns 
and nymphs disport themselves in 
scenes from Greek legends. Every 
bedroom has a bookcase by the 
bed. A signed copy of Mein 
Kampf is there, together with 
pornographic French books im- 
ported from Paris. And every 
room has a portrait of Hitler over 
the bed,

For Hitler is superstitious. He 
consults the stars before embark- 
ing upon any major activity. He 
would sooner listen to the advice 
of Ossietz than to counsel from 
his General Staff. I should say 
that Hitler and Ossietz have to- 
gether amassed the finest collec- 
tion of books dealing with the oc- 
cult that the world has ever 
known. Museums and libraries 
throughout Germany have been 
ransacked for these volumes and 
every Embassy has been given in- 
structions to buy and send to 
Berchtesgaden every occult book 
published abroad.

‘ITLER believes his lucky col- 
Hor is rea. He chose the swas- 

tika as his emblem because he 
had read that it was an ancient 
Hindu sign of good fortune—but 
-he made the migtake of placing it 
the wrong way round, so that to 
occult students it now is a symbo 
of evil. : 

Every member of Hitler's staff 
hates Ossietz. They are all jealous 
of his influence. Goering, in par-

ticular, detests the man. He re- 
fused twice to stay in the same 
room with him. But Ossietz re- 
mains. Perhaps it is because he 
has told the Fuhrer that he will 
still be ruling Germany when he 
dies and he fixes the year of his 
death as 1962. 

It is well known that Hitler 
never drinks alcohol, but it is 
not so well known that his fa- 
vorite drink is a mysterious con- 
coction prepared by Ossietz.

‘one could tell me what it was. Ir- 


reverent members of the staff call- 
it “Adolf’s Tonic.” It is a pink 
liquid, .produced by Ossietz from 
his private laboratory in thin glass 
flasks. . Hitler drinks three of 
these flasks every day. And again 
no one knows what effect they 
are supposed to have. _. 

_ This laboratory was one of the 
few rooms I never saw. I found 
no one who had seen it. But 
Ossietz spent every moment in it, 
apart from the hours he passed 
at the Fuehrer’s side. 


Perhaps it was asa warning 
that I was given a glimpse of the 
precautions that are taken at 
Berchtesgaden to protect Hitler. 
Only a trusted friend of Hitler's 
or one of the staff could even at- 
tempt to assassinate him within 
the walls of Berchtesgaden. 


The whole estate is ringed by 
three concentric circles of anti- 
aircraft guns. Every approach is 
heavily mined. Every door into 
the house is fitted with an “elec- 
tric eye” which, if anyone tries to 
enter unobserved, immediately 
sounds an alarm and automatically 
locks every door within the build- 
ing. The door to Hitler's private 
study is fitted with a variation of 
this “eye” which can detect if a 
visitor is carrying any steel or

It is 
fitted with its own water supply, 
air purifying plant and kitchen. 
One room is stocked with enough 
canned food to last four persons 
for three months, 

Hitler enjoys a cinema show, s0 
he has: a small private cinema 
seating 25 persons. He sees there 
films which the rest of Germany 
are not allowed to see. It has 
often been said that Hitler knows 
nothing of the atrocities per- 
petrated in the _ concentration 
camps. This is untrue. He knows 
everything about them. Films have 
been made of life at Dachau and 
Buchenwald and and they have 
found an appreciative audience at 
Berchtesgaden. They have not 
been carefully censored films, In- 
describable tortures have been 
flashed on the screen for Hitler's 
enjoyment. 

Much of Hitler’s time is spent in 
the map room. He has a mania 
for maps. Each wall is lined with 
shallow drawers containing maps 
of every part of the world. Some of 
them are on an extremely large 
scale. He has survey maps of Lon- 
don which show individual houses,

Women workers, in small numbers, are an old story around 
Detroit. A lot of them date back to post-World War boom days 
when there was a similar labor shortage, some to that pre- 
union era when women were hired because they were cheaper 
than men.’ Today there is a State law that if a woman is 
deing the same work as a man in a given factory, she must get 
the same pay. And, although some managers won't have a 
woman in a factory, many women have been hired because 
they were considered better than men at some jobs, like 
inspecting and assembling small parts requiring deft hand 
work.

At least one factory supervisor here finds women 
better learners. The first class of six women has just 
started in the training school at the Willow Run bomber 
plant.

TO SEE WHAT a typical woman factory worker’s life is 
like, let’s look at Jewel Slavin, who, clad in the blue denin slack 
suit and beret, stands at a 1200-pound drill press in the G. M. 
Turnstedt plant boring holes in aluminum parts for North 
American bombers. 

Jewel, trim of figure, is 37, but doesn’t look more than 30, 
although she has worked in G. M. factories for 18 years, has 
kept up a home, and is rearing a family. 

Daughter of a Wilkes-Barre (Pa.), Lithuanian-born _ coal 
miner, she moved here in the boom days of the ‘20s, -got her 
first auto factory job as a window-regulator inspector, and 
worked in one G. M. factory after another. She was trans- 
ferred to Turnstedt last September from the Fleetwood body 
plant, where she had been running a punch press. 

She gets 85 cents an hour. She starts at 7 in the morning 
and finishes at 3, with a half hour out for lunch. She got 
married 11 years ago. Her husband is a stock clerk at the 
Fleetwood plant. 

They have a 5-year-old son. Jewel took a year off from 
work at the time he was born, but except for that and an 
appendicitis operation, has worked steadily to augment the 
family income and help take care of her mother and father. 
He was an invalid for 14 years. 

The Slavins live in a nice six-room house, 10 minutes 
trolley ride from the factory, which they have nearly paid for. 
They have a 1936 car, an electric refrigerator, an electric wash- 
ing machine and an electric mangle.

JEWEL GETS UP at 5:30 every morning, gets breakfast 
and packs their lunches, and goes to work with her husband at 
6:30. Her mother, who lives with them, takes care of the little 
boy during the day. 


Jewel does the housework and the laundry after she gets 


home at 8, and then cooks dinner. 

They eat about 5:30, and go to the movies (on an average 
of twice a week) or listen to the radio. She has no preferences 
in movie stars, but likes Jack Benny and Abbott and Costello, 
and is bearish on Charlie McCarthy. 

Her present work is not much different technically from 
what she did in the automobile days, but she says there's a 
little extra kick in knowing that the part she’s making is 
going into a plane, “if it’s going to bomb the Japs.” 

She expects to keep on working for the duration, and 
after that she doesn’t know. 

“It seems like you can’t plan any more for anything,” she 
says. “All you can do is work.”

Hunting for Stewardesses 
Eligible Girls Hard to Find, Says Personnel Worker 


AR. has brought its troubles 
W to blond, petite 28-year-old 
Barbara Groff. Business 
troubles we're talking about now, 
although Barbara’ does have the 
personal problem of soon surren- 
dering her best beau to Uncle Sam, 
As assistant to the regional per- 
sonnel director of the midwest 
area of American Airlines, Inc., 
Barbara’s job is that of ferreting 
out attractive, pdised, tactful and 
personable young women interest- 
ed in becoming airline stewardess- 
es. Sounds easy, but you should 
hear Barbara on the subject if you 
think it’s a no-headache job. 


“When the war began taking 
the supply of registered nurses in 
this country, we relaxed our regu- 
lations on that point and now we 
no longer require that a girl be 
a registered nurse to become a 
stewardess,” Barbara said. “Now 
we have asked college graduates to 
apply but with more and more 
young women finding places in all 
fields of employment as the war 
takes young men away from their 
jobs, the crop of eligible applicants 
for stewardess positions seems to 
grow smaller. There are always 
plenty of young women who want 
to. become airline stewardesses, but 


_the problem is finding young wom- 


en who measure up to the demands 
set by the company.” 

Miss Groff at present is traveling 
around the country interviewing 
applicants for stewardess positions. 
In St, Louis, she waded through a 
list of half a hundred hopefuls. 
Maybe two or three out of the lot 
will qualify. 

Just exactly what type of girl 
does fill the bill, Barbara says is 
something she can’t define. But 
she’s been with the company long 
enough to be able to tell before an 
applicant says 10 words whether 
that applicant will ever measure 
up to a stewardess’ uniform. But 
generally speaking, Barbara ex- 
plains, a gal has to be reasonably 
attractive. It’s even better not to 
be beautiful. She has to like peo- 
ple and be able to get along with 
them. She has to have a certain 
sparkle and responsiveness, anima- 
tion andenthusiasm. She must be 
between 21 and 26 years of age, 
unmarried, weigh not more than 
125 pounds and not exceed five feet 
six inches in height. 

Barbara, herself, started out in 
the airline business by meeting 
just these requirements. She be- 
gan as an American Aljrlines 
stewardess in July of 1939. Now 
in less than three years she has 
graduated to her present responsi- 
ble position. The secret of the quick 
promotion? Barbara thinks may- 
be it just happened. But a quick 
peep into her short but successful 
career shows that she was always 
a gal who stood firmly ‘on the high 
heels of her size four pumps, knew 
what she wanted and depended on 
nobody for the making up of her 
own mind. 

Graduated from high school in 
Boston, Mass., Barbara attended 
business college only long enough 
to talk her folks into the convic- 
tion that their daughter couldn't 
be talked out of becoming a nurse. 
At Massachusetts General Hospital, 
Barbara took her training and 
stayed on to become assistant head 
nurse in the research ward. Then 
she went to work in a doctor's of- 
fice, saved her money and took a 
10-day bis ride to Santa Fe, N. M.

“In Santa Fe'I did private duty 
nursing and saved my money,”

In the spring of 1939 Barbara 
applied to American Airlines for a 
position. She filled every require- 
ment but—believe it or not—the 
requisite amount of beauty. 

“A few little moles on my face 
stood in the way,” she laughs, “but 
they didn’t stand in the way long. 
I had the darn things scraped off 
and went right back.” 

On the second try Barbara was 
accepted, reported for training 
class in Chicago in July, 1939, and 
the rest waa, quick work and quick 
promotion. Based at Chicago for 
a while, she applied for a transfer 
to Boston and then to Fort Worth.

N the nation-wide enthusiasm for physical fitness a comm 
| error is often made. I refer to the error of overdoing exercise. 
Exercises and sports are excellent but those who are unat 
customed to exercise should start them very gradually. It is undes 
able to rack and strain the body with 
too-strenuous exercises. 
“Physical fitness” should mean first 
checking up to be sure that no ailment 
needing correction is present. Then the 
health and strength should be built up ‘ 
by diet correction so that the health- 
necessary minerals, vitamins, proteins and 
other food elements are obtained.

Lean to the civil courts where she 
can sue Minton for damages. 


Following Curran’s refusal to is- 
sue the Minton warrant, Mrs. Mc- 
Lean issued her statement, declar- 
ing that she would carry the issue 
“as far as the laws will let me.” 


“T have been accused of what 
amounts to treason,” she said. “If 


' I were just plain Susy Smith work- 


ing in a store, I would undoubted- 
ly lose my job if anybody wrote 
such things about me. Now I am 
going to see what protection the 
law allows Susy Smith or anybody 
else. 

“The current issue of the Com- 
munistic magazine, the New 
Masses, carries an article by one 
Richard Bransten; alias Bruce 
Minton, which alleges my home, 
Friendship House, is headquarters 
for a gang of conspirators ‘cal- 
culating to hinder America’s anti- 
Fascist war.’ 

“This article states that Friend- 
ship has become the general head- 
quarters of fifth columnists, the 
clearing house of those who ‘jus- 
tify’ Pearl Harbor, who blame Jap- 
anese aggression not on policies 
advocated and often instituted by 
their group but on the administra- 
tion, which refused to capitulate 
to Tokyo. 

“If these allegations are true, I 
ought to be in jail, and so should 
those friends of mine accused with 
me. 

“If these allegations are false 
I am entitled to protection of the 
law and the guilty persons should 
be arrested and punished.” 

Referring to Curran’s refusal to 
issue the criminal libel warrant, 
Mrs. McLean said further: “Appar- 
ently my belief and faith in the 
law have been grossly misplaced 
and ill-founded, I have been reared 
in the belief, like most Americans, 
that any man can have his day in 
court, civil or criminal. That 
means, of course, that every man 
who violates the criminal law 
should be arrested on complaint 
of the person injured, 

“On this basis, if my automobile 
had been stolen, the thief would 
be arrested and prosecuted because 
he had violated the law. 

“But here with my loyalty to my 
country maligned by a willful and 
malicious liar, in violation of a 
criminal statute, the guilty mag 
is protected by the United Statem 
Department of Justice. 

“To me, an accusation against 
my loyalty to my country is so 
much graver than any mere as- 
sault on my character and repu- 
tation-that I am not satisfied with 
this course of justice. I am going 
to carry this matter wherever the 
laws will let me.”

NE of the phenomena of the 

risis which doesn’t receive

els, and even the 10 per cent Fed- 
eral tax doesn’t seem able to. 


When in search of information 
in this specialized field, this de

COLOR SCHEME for an 
ighteenth Century Georgian 
House: . 
Living Room: Wallis are a soft, 
Georgian green with a bluish caste; 


“woodwork, including moldings, 


being done in a flat, grayed. white. 
Carpet is in deep blue, Draperies 
are of white chintz with a leaf 
pattern in tones of green and blue, 
this chintz also being used on one 
ehair in the room. The couch is 
done in a rough textured silk. in 
the same tone as the wall, with 
extra pillows in deep blue and 
lacquer red. This lacquer red tone 
is repeated in Chinese lacquer end 
tables at either side of the couch 
which are perfectly at home with 
the mahogany furniture used in 
the room. Matching lounge chairs 
at either side of the fireplace are 
done in satin striped in blue and 
white with a finer stripe of red. 


Dining room: Wallpaper with 
gold background, patterned with 
Chinese figures in tones of blue 
and green with touches of red. 
Straight draperies of lacquer red 
velvet are hung from bamboo poles. 
The same fabric is used to uphol- 
ster the chairs which are of blond 
mahogany, made to simulate bam- 
boo; the rest of the furniture being 
of dark mahogany in Chinese Chip- 
pendale style. Rug in gold tone.

This 
same material, quilted, is used for 
the couch. The carpet is a hooked 
rug. pattern of flowers that re- 
peats the tones of the draperies 
on a brown background. Chairs in 
the room are done in rough blue 
cottons, and in pink corduroy. The 
furniture is a mixture of beech and 
fruitwoods with some of the chair 
frames painted old white. 

Dining Room: Walls covered in 
plaid gingham in tones of white, 
green and brown. Curtains of 
white unbleached muslin finished 
off with deep ruffles of the ging- 
ham, hung under a plain wood cor- 
nice painted a green-black. Rush- 
bottomed chairs covered with pads 
of the gingham edged with a tiny 
white ruffle. All of the furniture 
is in beech, except a Welsh dress- 
er that is painted deep green-black 
and ornamented with Pennsylvania 
Dutch motifs. The rug is woven 
cotton in brown with a _ white 
fringe.

This fault finding habit can be 
infrequent at first, and then grow 
into a thing of alarming propor- 
tions and end by wrecking not

finder, but of the entire family with 
whom she is associated. Your 
small son will grow up being so 
continually picked at and belittled 
and scolded that he will fee] he 
must be the lowest of the low, 
and will develop feelings of inferi- 
ority which may hamper him al- 
ways. I think you should talk very 
seriously with your wife on the 
subject and see if together you 
can’t get at the bottom of the 
trouble. She herself may have 
grown up in an atmosphere of the 
same kind, and her own faultfind- 
ing is an expression of her own 


feelings of inferiority, or she may ' 


be feeling a lack of affection and 
appreciation on your part. Get her 
to face herself, decide the reason 
for her faultfinding, determine to 
build up her own self-esteem, to 
manage to find time for that in- 
terest which she longs to develop 
and has felt she had to neglect, to 
learn to be tolerant, and to think 
twice before she speaks in a fault- 
finding manner to her child, If 
she puts herself in his place she 
will be more tolerant and under- 
standing, and help him to realize 
how well he can do many things 
rather than how bungling he al- 
ways is and how little he can* do 
anyway. If you think the matter 
over you may even find that you 
yourself are a contributing factor, 
that you have not praised your 
wife sufficiently or paid her enough 
attention.

My young daughter, 14, is so shy 
it is painful and I feel so sorry for 
her. She never has a good time 
at a party of youngsters, for in- 
stance, but always hangs back. 
My husband says a lot of her shy- 
ness is my fault but I don’t see 
how and think he is unfair to say 
so. How could I possibly have 
made her shy? MOTHER. 


It is possible that quite inno- 
cently you have helped develop 
shyness in your youngster by the 
methods of supervision you have 
employed. You may have had a 
strong desire for your little girl 
to be like you or your husband and 
have attempted to mold her char- 
acter to that end. But she is not 
like ¢ither of you but is essentially 
herself and her individuality should 
not be crushed by trying to make 
her.into something she is not. It 
is possible she is afraid of you be- 
cause you are holding up. to her 
an impossible ideal, are too strict 
with her, supervise her too much, 
don’t allow her any initiative so 
that she can go ahead and make 
a few mistakes on her own and 
learn from them. Perhaps you 
are too ambitious for the child and 
drive her to study too hard and to 
try to exceed her own capabilities, 
to please you. Perhaps you have 
coddled her too much, have em- 
phasized her shyness, have refused 
to answer questions which were 
vital to her, thus letting her feel 
bewildered and uncertain and 
young and defenseless. I am just 
suggesting things you might have 
done which would contribute to 
her shyness. Think them over and 
then see what, if anything, you can 
do to make amends along the sug- 
gested lines. In addition try to 
interest her in things outside her- 
self—games, young people’s groups, 
doing things for others. Praise 
her and try to give her confidence, 
She will outgrow the shyness with 
your understanding and help.

Famous Chef's Recipe for Sauce Soubise

GOOD sauce can perform 
wonders for commonplace 
foods, and, of course, this is the 
sort of magic the French excel in. 
Sauce Soubise is a delicious sauce 
to serve with boiled mutton, roast 
pork and various boiled fish such 
as cod, halibut or haddock. Also 
delicious on sliced hard cooked 
eggs as a luncheon dish, You will 
sometimes see it displayed on a 
lunchéon menu as “Eggs Soubise,” 
SAUCE SOUBISE, 

Two tablespoons butter, two 
tablespoons flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, few grains cayenne, one 
cup white stock, three medium 
sized onions, sliced; one-half cup 
cream, one tablespoon butter, salt 
to taste. 

Melt butter,’ blend in flour,~salt 
and cayenne, gradually add hot 
white stock and stir until perfect- 
ly smooth. Bring to boiling point 
and jet boil two minutes. Mean- 


while cover sliced onions with. boil- 
ing water and cook until soft. 
Drain; rub onion pulp through a 
sieve into the hot sauce, add cream 
and stir until the boiling point is 
reached. Remove from heat and 
stir in butter. Season to taste with 


salt and a light pinch of cayenne.” 


PORK TENDERLOIN CHOW 
MEIN : 


Cut one pound of pork tender- 
loin into strips about two inches 
long, Heat frying pan and add a 
quarter cup of.pork fat drippings. 
When hot add the sliced tender- 
loin and reduce the heat; simmer 
slowly for 15 or 20 minutes with- 
out browning the meat. Then add 
one cup of bamboo shoots cut en 
julienne (thin strips about three 
inches long), one-half pound of 
water chestnuts cut into shreds 
and one cup of celery cut en jul- 
ienne, Moisten with a half cup of 
white stock’ and simmer gently un- 
ti) vegetables are cooked, Season 


with a tablespoon of Chinese sauce 
and thicken with a little corn- 
starch mixed with cold water. 
Serve on a-bed of crisp’ fried 
noodles and garnish top with egg 
threads. For egg threads beat one 
egg and fry in large oiled frying 
pan without browning. Cut into

—jumbled up into a meaningless 
gibberish by an electrical device. 
At the receiving end a similar 
gadget translates the gibberish 
into good German. This line is 
kept open for every second of ev- 
ery. day and is linked with a phone 
in. Hitler’s study and his bedroom. 
He has, however, given strict in- 
structions to the half-dozen people 
allowed to use it that he must 
only be disturbed on big questions 
of major policy.

Berchtesgaden is Hitler’s real 
home, But he has another retreat 
which few visitors see. I only en- 
tered it once. It is within view of 
Berchtesgaden—a building of steel 
and glass on the summit of 6000- 
feet high Mount Kehistein. It is 
called the “Eagle’s Nest.” Hitler 
ascends to it in a lift quarried out 
of the heart of the mountain. It 
consists of two rooms only.

IN A SPECIAL MESSAGE TO 
General Motors dealers, Alfred P. 
Sloan Jr. chairman of the cor- 
poration, pledges that General 
Motors will do everything possible 
to assist dealers to maintain the 
stréngth and soundness of their 
operations during and after the 
war. 

“Tt is intended that those deal- 
ers who have accpeted their re- 
sponsibility of maintaining active 
service facilities for the duration, 
involving at the best a reduction 
of profits, or perhaps the accept- 
ance of losses, shall be provided 
with an opportunity to regain their 
position after the war as com- 
with other dealers who 
might at that time be newly ap- 
pointed,” Sloan said. 

“For a period of two years after 
production is resumed, from the 
cars available for domestic dis- 
tribution, General Motors will ex- 
tend priority in car shipments to 
dealers whose active service has 
been continuous during the period 
of suspended production, before 
making any cars available for new 
dealers. This will be on the fol- 
lowing basis: After setting aside a 
reserve of 15 per cent of the re- 
sumed production available, to sat- 
isfy changed conditions of demand, 
such dealers may purchase from 
their division the same annual per- 
centage of the resumed production 
as they did during the model year 
1941, plus a bonus of 40 per cent 
of such percentage, subject to the 
availabiilty of cars.” 

As to reappointment of dealers, 
Sloan said it would be the policy 
to accord first consideration to 
those whose contracts had been 
terminated under conditions which 
were mutually agreeable to the 
dealer and the division. 

Sloan announced provision for 
the return to the divisions of new 
1942 model passenger cars, acces- 
sories and repair parts in cases in 
which the dealer may elect to do 
go to balance his inventories.
